All brick hot-air furnaces shall have two covers FunmeBB hot 
with an air space of at least four inches between «''■. eoriBtmc- 
them, the inner cover of the hot-air chamber, shall """**' 
be either a brick arch or two courses of bricks laid on 
galvanized iron, supported by iron bars, the outside 
cover, which is the top of the fiu'uace, shall be made 
of bricks or metal supported by iron bars, and so 
constructed as to be perfectly tight, and shall not be 
less than four inches below the ceiling or floor beams. 
The walls of the furnace shall be built hollow in the

Eegisters located over a brick furnace shall be 
supported by a brick shaft built up from the cover of 
the hot-air chamber, said shaft shall have a metal 
pipe Inside of it. 

Furnaces must be built clear of all woodwork at 
least four inches. 

All cold-air boxes shall be made of iron or brick 
for a distance of at least three feet from the furnace. 

AU portable hot-air furnaces shall be kept at least 
two feet from any wooden or combustible partitions 
or ceilings, unless the partitions and ceilings are 
properly protected by a metal shield, then the distance 
shall not be less than one foot. 

Wooden floors under any portable furnace shall 
be protected by a suitable stone, or course of bricks 
well laid in mortar. Said stone or bricks shall ex- 
tend at least two feet beyond the furnace in front of 
the ash pan. 

All registers for hot-air furnaces placed in any 
woodwork or combustible floors shall have stone 
borders firmly set in plaster of Paris or gauged mor- 
tar. All such register boxes shall be made of tin- 
plate with a flange on the top to fit the groove in the 
stone, the register to rest upon the same ; there shall 
be an open space of two inches on all sides of the 
register box extending from the under side of the stone 
to and through the ceiling below; the said opening 
shall be fitted with a tight tin casing, the uper end 
of which shall be turned under the stone. 

When a register box is placed in the floor over 
portable furnace the o[>en space on all sides of the 
register box shall not be less thaii three inches. 

All gas brackets shall be placed at least three feet 
below any ceiling or woodwork, unless the same is 
properly protected by a shield ; in which case the 
distance shall not be less than eighteen inches.

In all buildings of a public character already . 
erected or hereatter to be built in said city, such as ror theaters 
hotels, churches, theaters, restaurants, railroad de- bauiin^^ai- 
pota, public halls, and other buildings used or in- ready erecud. 
tended to be used for purposes of public aoiusement 
or instruction, the halls, doors, stairways, seats, pas- 
sage ways and aisles shall be arranged as the superin- 
tendent of buildings, with the concurrence of the 
board of fire commissioners, shall direct, to facilitate 
egress in cases of fire or accident, and to afford the 
requisite and proper accommodation for the public 
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protection in suoli caooH. All aittlus uiid pusHagc 
ways in said building shall bo kopt free froiu camp 
BtooU, cliairH, sofas and otbor obHtructions, and uo 
jierHon bIihII bo allowed to stand in or occupy any of 
said aisles or paNttage-ways, during any performance, 
service, exhibition, lecture, concert, bail, or any 
public assemblage. The superintendent of build- 
ings, with tho concurrence of the board of fire coiii- 
niissioners, may at any time serve a written or 
printed notice upon the owner, lessee or manager of 
any of said buildings, directing any act or thing to 
be done or provided in or about the said buildings, 
an<l the several appliances therewith connected, ouob 
as halls, doors, stairs, windows, seats, aisles, tire 
walls and fire escapes, so as to afford such security to 
the public in the uses to which they may be severally 
applied, as they may deem necessary. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
authorize or re(|uire any other alterations to existing 
theaters than are specified in this section. 

§ 500, (Ai amflnded l>y Seatiun ST, Chapter QflO, Lbwb of ISBT.) — 

Every theater or opera house, or other building in- 
tended to be used for theatrical or operatic purposes, 
or for public entertainments of any kind where stage 
scenery and apparatus are employed, hereafter 
erected, or which may be altered to be used for such 
purposes, in the city of Now York, shall be built or 
altered to comply with the following regulations re- 
lating to its structure. 

And no buildings hereafter erected or which may 
be hereafter altered to be used for the aforesaid pur- 
poses shall be opened to the public, until tbo same 
lias boon approved of as conforming to the reqidre- 
ments of this section, by the superintendent of build- 
ings and the fire commissioners, respectively, and the 
mayor of the city of New York shall refuse to license 
and sliall close the same, and prevent its opening, 
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until a oertitiuutti is given by the Haiti siiperintendeut ITbeiten.] 
ami fire uotuiniHsion«rK, ruHpevtively, that tliu build- 
ing ooiiforiUB to tlio jH-ovisiou of this section. 

Kvory such building slittU have at least one front stregt front- 
OD the piiblio highway or street, and in such iVont **"■ 
there shall be suitable nieiins of cnti'atiee and exit for 
the audience. In addition to the aforesaid entrances 
and exit:» on the publiv highway, there shall be re- 
served for service in case of au emergency, in every 
and all mmh buildings, an open space eiiual to one- 
eighth of the width of the building, ontside to outside 
measurement, and in no case less than eight feet in 
width in the clear in its narrowest part, on the side opennide 
not bordering on the street, where said building is spooe. 
located on a corner lot; and on both sides of said 
buildiug where there is but one frontage on the street 
or public highway.

Said open space shall begin on the line of the 
proscenium wall and shall extend the full length of 
tho auditorium proper, to the wall separating the 
Eiarae from tho entrance lobby or vestibule. A sepa- Corridors « 
rate and distinct corridor shall continue to tlie street, •^''®*^ 
from each open space, through such superstructure 
as may be built on the street side of the auditorium, 
said corridor to be reduced in width not more thau' 
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[nu**n>1 may lie required for tlic thic^kiiesH of the outer wall 
Optningiio t'ormiiiK cue of SRul i^uiTiitor. Tlio oiieuiuKS into 
•u^of"" '" ninl out of said corridor almll not bo rodnced in width 
more tlian tliree feet less timu the width of aaid open 
!4{ia<'.u, said openings to lie provided with doors or 
gntCH opening toward the street. 'I'he outer or street 
doors or Rrttes sliall not project lieytuid tlie street line 
wheTi opened. lie^-osses not exeeeding four inches in 
deptli may bo left in the walls on each side to receive 
said gates when opened. During the performance aaid 
doors or gates shall bo kept open by strong looks; at 
other times thoy may be closed and fastened by 
movable bolts or locks. 

The said open spaces and corridors are not to be 
used for storage jmrposes, or for and any purpose 
'wliatsoevor except for exits from the auditorium 
and stage, and must bo kept free and clear during 
performaucos. The said corridors shall have 
continuous walls of brick on each side their entire 
length. The level of said corridors shall not be 
greater than one stop above the level of the sidewalk 
where thoy lH*gin at the street entrance. To over- 
ciHuo any ditfercnce of level existing between exits 
from the parquet and stage and the level of the corri- 
dor, gradients shall be employed of not over one foot 
in ton feet witli no perpendicular rises. From the 
auditorium, o|»ening into the said open spaces, there 
shall be two exits on each side (unless one side is on 
the street, in which case there may be more than two 
if desired) in each tier, from and including the par- 
quet and each and every gallery. Each exit shall be at 
least five feet in width in the clear and provided with 
doors of iron or wood ; if of wood, the doors shall be 
covered with iron or tin, both sides and edges. All 
of aaid doors slmll open outward, and must be fas- 
tened with nuivable bolts, the bolts to be kept drawit 
during porforinancos. 

There shall bo balconies not loss than four feet in 
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width 113 the saiil opeu space or spaces at each level 
or tier above the parquet, od each side of the audito- 
rium, of siifflcient length to embrace the two exits, 
and from said balconies there shall be staircases ex- 
tending to the ground level, with a rise of not over 
eight and one-half inches to a step and not less than 
nine inches tread. The staircase from the upper 
balcony to the next below must be not less than thirty 
inches in width in the clear, and from the hist balcony 
to the ground not less than four feet in width in the 
clear. All the before mentioned balconies and stair- 
cases shall be constructed of iron throughout, includ- 
ing the floors, and of ample strength to sustain the 
load to be carried. Where one side of the building 
borders on a street, there shall be balconies of like 
capacity with staircases carried to the ground, all to 
be constructed of fireproof materials approved by 
the superintendent of bnihlings. 

No portion of any building hereafter erected or 
altered, used or intended to be used for theatrical or 
other purposes, as in this section specified, shall be 
occupied or used as a hotel, boarding or lodging- 
house, factory, work-shop, or manufactory, or for 
storage purposes, except as may be hereafter special- 
ly provided for. Said restriction relates not only to 
that portion of the building which contains the audi- 
torium and the stage, but applies also to the entire 
structure in conjunction therewith. 

No workshop, storage or general ])roperty room 
shall be allowed above the auditorium or stage, or 
under the same, or in any of the fly galleries. All of 
said rooms or shops may be located in the rear or at 
the side of the stage, but in such cases they shall be 
separated from the stage by a brick wall, and the 
openings leading into said portions shall have 
wrought-iron doors on each side of the openings, 
hung to iron eyes built into the wall. 
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No store or room contained in the buildin;; shall 
be let or used for carrying on any business dealing in 
articles designated by insurance companies as hazard- 
ous or extra-hazardoue materials. 

No lodging aceommodations, except for the jani- 
tor, shall be allowed in any part of the buildiug com- 
municating with the auditorium. 

The exterior walls of all said buildings shall be 
built of stone or brick, and any facade or front cou- 
structed of iron shall be filled in with brick of such 
thickness as to make the brick-work, independent of 
the facing, conform as to thickness with the require* 
ments of this title. 

Interior walls built of brick or stone shall separate 
the auditorium from the stage, from the entrance 
vestibule, and from any room or rooms over the same, 
also from any lobbies, corridors, refreshment or other 
rooms. 

All staircases shall be inclosed with walls of brick 
or fire-proof materials, approved by the superintend- 
ent of buildings, in the stories through which they 
pass, and the openings of said staircases from eacli 
tier shall be the full width of said staircases. 

A firewall to be made of brick, shall separate the 
auditorium from the stage, and the same shall extend 
at least four feet above the roof, and shall be coped. 
Above the proscenium opening there shall be an arch 
of fire-proof materials, or an iron girder covered with, 
fire-proof materials to protect it from the heat. If a 
girder be used, there shall also be constructed a re- 
lieving arch over the same, the intervening space 
beingfilled in with hollow bricks of the full thickness 
of the wall. 

Should there be constructed an orchestra over the 
stage, above the proscenium opening, the said 
orchestra shall be placed on the auditorium side of 
the proscenium fire-wall, and shall be entered only 
from the auditorium side of said wall

ing shall be formed iu metal, plaster, terra cotta, 
stoue or cemeiit. It' metal be iiHed ttie metal sliall frame, 
be filled in solid with noii'Comhu.stible material and 
securely anchored to the wall with ir(»n. 

A shaft or shafts shall be provided over the stage, shuHe »nA 
to and ont of the roof, made of lire-proof materials 'J^/'"'""^'^ 
throughout, and of an area or conabioed area of at 
least one-eighth of said stage, fitted up with skylights 
having sliding sash and glazed with double thick 
sheet glass, not exceeding one eighth of an inch 
thick, and each pane measuring not less than three 
hundred square inches, and the whole of which sky- 
lights shall be so constructed as to open instantly on 
the cutting or bnruiug uf a hempen cord which shall 
be arranged to hold said skylights closed, or some 
other equally simple approved device for opening 
them may be provided. 

All doorways or openinirs through the proscenium 
wall, in every tier, shall have wrought ii'on or heavy ioonkT 
wood doors on each face of the wall, (if the doors are dooropaoioBi 
of wood, then to be covered with iron or tin on both wall. 
sides and on the edges), which can be opened from 
either side at all times ; but there shall be no open- 
ings in the proscenium fire-wall above the level of the 
aUdiCorinm ceiling. Direct accegs to these doors 
shall be provided ou both sides, and the same shall 
always be kept free from auy incumbrance. 

Wrought-irou ladders, securely fixed to the wall L»jj„g 
on the stage side, shall be provided to overcome any 
difference of level existing between the floor or gal- 
leries on the stage side of the fii'e-wall and those on 
the side of the auditorium. 

The entire main floor of the auditorium and vesti- 
bille, also the entire floor of the second story of the floors. 
front superstructure over the entrance lobby and 
corridors, shall be fire-proof. 
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And the pavtitioDa in that portion of the building 
which coutains the auditorium, the entrauce vestibule 
or auy room or passage devoted to the use of the 
audieuce, shall be constructed of flre-proof materials. 

And uoiiG of the walls or ceiliugs shall be covered 
with wood sbeatbiug or canvas; 

But this shall not exclnde the use of wood wain- 
scotiug to a height uot to exceed six feet, which shall 
be filled in solid between the waiuscoting and the 
wall with flre-proof materials. 

The walls separating the actors' dressing-rooms 
from the stage, and the partitions dividing the dress- 
ing-rooms, together with the partitions of auy passage 
from the same to the stage, and all other partitions 
on or about the stage shall be constructed of some, 
flre-proof material approved by the superinteudent 
of buildings. All doors in any of said partitions shall 
be constructed of wood covered with iron or tio oa 
both sides and edges, includiog the frame to which 
the doors are hung. 

All the shelving and cupboards iu each and every 
dressing-room, property-room or other storage-rooms 
shall be constructed of metal, slate, or some tire-proof 
material. 

All that portion of the stage not comprised in the 
working of scenecy, traps and other mechanical ap- 
paratus for the presentation of a scene, usually equal 
to the width of the proscenium opening, shall be 
built of iron beams filled in between with flre-proof 
material, and all girders for the support of said beams 
shall be of wrought-iron. 

The ceiling or under side of the fly galleries shall 
be covered with iron or tiu over the entire exposed. 
woodwork. 

All stage scenery, curtains and decorations made 
of combustible material, and all woodwork on or 
about the stage, shall be saturated with some non- 
combustible material, or otherwise rendered safe 
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»gamst tire, to the satisfaction of the board of fire [TUeateis.] 
commissioners. 

Tlie proscenium curtain sliall be placed at least 
three feet distant from the foot-lights at the nearest ourtBin. 
point. The proscenium opening shall be provided 
Tpith a tire-proof metal curtain or a curtain of asbestos 
or similar tire-proof material ; and if of metal it may 
1)6 made with an iron frame, well braced, in sections, 
&nd sliding at each end within iron grooves securely 
lastened to the brick wall, and each section to be tilled 
3n with iron wire mesh-work, the meshes being not 
over one inch, and the wire being not less than num- 
"ber fourteen, American gaxige ; or some other ap- 
proved construction of sliding or rolling metal cur- 
tain may be used. Said tire-proof curtain shall be 
raised at the commencement of each performance, 
and lowered at the close of said performance, and bo 
pperated by approved machinery for that purpose. 

All seats in the anditorium, excepting those con- seuisin 
tained in the boxes, shall be firmly secured to the «"'*!'<'""" 
floor, and no seat in the auditorium shall have more 
than six seats intervening between it and an aisle, 
and no stools or seats shall be placed in any aisle. 

All aisles in the auditorium shall have a width of auIsh ;» 
at least twenty-two inches for every one hundred auditorium 
persons or part thereof, and no aisle shall be less than 
three feet wide at its narrowest part, and the same 
shall be iucreased in width towards the exit, at least 
one inch for every five running feet or part thereof. 

Every doorway of communication between aisles P""^ "K*"" 
in the auditorium, and any lobby, corridor or passage 
, shall have a clear opening of not less than the full 
width of the aisle leading to such doorway. 

The aggregate capacity of the lobbies, corridors, 
passages and rooms for the use of the audience must, 
on each fioor or gallery, bo sufficient to contain the 
entire number to be accommodated on said floor or 
gallery, in the ratio of two hundred and fifty super 
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ticial feet of floor room for every oue hundred per- 
sons. 

Gradients or hielined plan[e]s, as heretofore de- 
scribed, shall be employed instead of steps where 
posaible, to overcome slight differences of level in ot 
between aisles and itassages. 

AH inclosed passages, corridors and staircases 
shall have, on both sides, strong hand-rails, firmly, 
secured in the wall about three inches distant there- 
from, and about three feet above the floor or stairs. 

No passage leading to any stairway contmnnicat- 
ing with any entrance or exit shall be less than IbuK 
feet in width in any part thereof. 

Every theatre accommodating three hundred per^ 
sons shall have two exits at least ; when accommo- 
dating five hundred persons, at least three exits shall 
be provided, and no doorway or exit or entrance fop 
the use of the pnblic shall be less than five feet in 
width, and for every additional one hnudred persons 
or portions thereof to be accommodated, in excess o{ 
five hundred, twenty inches additional exit widtb 
must be allowed. 

All doors of exit or entrance shall open outward^ 
and no such doors shall be closed and locked durinf; 
any representation, or when the building is open UK 
the public. 

Distinct and separate places of exit and entrance 
shall he provided for each gallery above the first, 

A common place of exit and entrance may serve 
for the main floor of the auditorium and the first 
gallery, provided its capacity be equal to the a^grea 
gate capacity of the outlets from the main floor and 
the said gallery. 

All stairs shall be constructed of fire-proof materif^ 
throughout. Stairways serving for the exit of fiftj 
people must, if strjiight, be at least four feet wldej 
between rails, and if curved or winding, five feel 
wide, and for every additional fifty i)eople to bq 
accommodated, six inches must be added to their T 



■width. In uo case sbiill the risers of any stairs ex- [Thaaterfl.] 
ceed seven and a half incbes in height, nor shall the 
treads be less than eleven inches wide in straight 
stairs. In cu-cnlar or winding stairs the width of the etairwaye, if 
tread at the narrowest end shall not be less than circuUr, 
seven inches. At least two independent staircases, 
with direct exterior ontlets, shall be provided for 
each gallery in the auditorium, and the same shall 
be located on opposite sides of said gallery. At least 
two independent staircases, with (lireet exterior out- gtairgfor ti,e 
lets, shall also he provided foi; the sefr*j«e, of the 'tJige. 
stage, and shall be located on ^he oppo^itS^si^ of 
the same. All stairways leading to the 'ripper gal 
leries of the auditorium shall he inclosed' between GnUaryataire. 
walls of masonry on both sides. Staics leading to 
the first or lower gallery may be left open on one 
side, in which case they must be constructed, as 
herein provided for in similar stairs leading from the 
entrance hall to the main floor of the auditorium. 
But iu no ease shall stairs leading to any gallery be 
left open on both sides. When straight stairs turn 
directly on themselves, a landing of the full width of 
both flights, without any steps, must be provided, iugsand steps. 
Stairs turning at an angle must have a proper land- 
ing at said turn introduced without winders. In 
stairs, when two side flights connect with one main 
flight, no winders shall he introduced, and the width 
of the main flight shall at least be equal to the aggre- 
gate width of the side flights. Circular or winding 
stairs shall have proper landings introduced at con- 
venient distances. 

Any steam boiler which may be required for heat- steam boiiera 

, iug or other purposes shall be located outside of the 
building, and the space allotted to the same shall be 
inclosed by walls of masonry on all sides, and the 
ceiling shall be constructed of flue-proof material. 

yAil doorways in said walls shall have wrought-iroii 
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St-and-pipea shall be provliled with hose attach- 
ments on every floor and gallery, as follows, namely: 
One on each side of the auditorium in each tier; also 
one on each side of (he stage in each tier, and at least 
one io the property-room and one in the carpeuter'a 
shop, if the same be 'contiguous to the theater, and 
all kept clear from obstruction. 8aid stand-pipes shall 
be kept constantly filled with water by means of an 
automatic steam pump or pumps, of sufficient capacity 
to supply all the lines of hose when operated simul- 
taneously ; and said pump or pumps shall be ready 
for immediate use at any time during a performaace 
in said buildings. Said stand-pipes shall also oonneot 
with a separate and distinct system of automatic 
spriuklers with fusible |ilugs ; approved by the com- 
missioners of the fire department ; said spriuklers to 
be placed up and around the proscenium opening and 
on the ceiling or roof over the stage at such intervals 
as will i>rotect every square foot of stage surface 
when said sprinklers are in operation. A proper and 
sufficient amount of hose, not less than fifty feet, 
shall be kept always attached to each hose attachment. 

There shall also be kept in readiness for immedi- 
ate use on the stage, buckets of water, hand pumps 
or other portable fire extinguishing apparatus, and 
at least four axes on each tier or floor. 

Every portion of the building devoted to the uses 
or accommodation of the public, also all outlets lead- 
ing to the highway, shall be well and properly lighted 
during every performance, and the same shall remain 
lighted until the entire audience has left the premises. 
•Ail gas or ele[c]tric lights in the halls, corridors, lobby 
OE any other part of said buildings used by the audi- 
ence, except the auditorium, must be controlled by 
a separate shut-off, located in the lobby, and con- 
trolled only at that particular place. Gas mains sup- 
plying any theater shall have iudei)endeut connec- 
tions for the auditorium and the stage, and provision 



shall be made for shutting off the gas from tbe ont- 
Bide. When iuteriov gas-lights are not lighted by 
electricity, other suitable appliances, to be ajiproved 
by the tite commissiouers, shall be provided. All 
su^peuded or bracket lights surrounded by glass, in 
the auditorium, or in any part of tbe building devoted 
to the public, shall be provided with proper wire net- 
ting underneath. All lights in passages and corri- 
dors in said buildings, and wherever deemed necessary 
by the commissioners of the fire department, shall be 
protected with proper wire net-work. The foot- 
lights, in addition to the wire net-work, shall be 
protected by a strong wire guard, not less than two 
feet distant. All border lights shall l)e constructed 
according to the best known methods, and subject to 
the approval of the commissioners of tbe fire depart- 
ment. All ducts or shafts used for conducting heated 
air from the main chandelier, and from any other 
light or lights, shall be constructed of metal and 
made double, with an air space between. All stage 
lights shall have strong metal wire guards or screens 
so constructed that any material in contact there- 
with shall be out of reach of the flames. 

In some conspicuous place on every gallery or 
floor, the regulations for the protection of the public 
against fire or other accidents shall be posted, to- 
gether with a diagram or plan of said gallery or floor, 
showing distinctly the exits therefrom, and every 
exit shall have over the same, on the inside, the word 
" EXIT " painted in legible letters not less than eight 
inches high. 

The stand-pipes, gas-pipes, hose, foot-lights and 
all apparatus for the extinguishing of fire or guard- 
ing against the same, as in this section specified, 
shall be in charge of the fire department, and the 
commissioners of said department are hereby directed 
to see that the arrangements in respect thereto are 
carried out and enforced. 
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§ 501. (Chapter 410, Lftwa of 1882.)— Tlie drainage aiM 
plnmbiDg of all buildings, both public and private, 
bereafter erected in the city of New York shall bl 
executed in accordance with plans previously ap 
proved iu writing by the board of health. Suitabli 
drawings and descriptions of the said plumbing and 
drainage sball in each case be submitted and placed 
on file iu the bealtb department. The said board oiF 
health is also authorized to receive and place on fll». 
drawings and descriptions of the plumbing and drain- 
and'drainage, agc of buildings erected prior to tbe passage of this 
act. Any person violating any provision of tbis sefr 
tion shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor.

whenpersoiiB after, in case of tbe falling of any building or part of 
rMna"'^'^'' '" ^''y building in the city of Kew York, if persons are 
. known or believed to be buried under the ruins tbere< 
of, it shall be the duty of tbe fire department to 
cause an examination of the premises to be made for 
the recovery of the bodies of the killed and injured, 
and for that purpose said department sball employ 
laborers and materials, as may be necessary, to per- 
form said work as speedily as possible, and tbe coiu^ 
troller of the city of New York is authorized and 
directed to provide tbe funds to prosecute said work 
■ until completed. And for the purpose of providing 
the money for said work, the board of estimate and 
apportionment are hereby authorized to transfer ta 
the order of tbe comptroller such sums as may be- 
necessary, from any unexpended or excessive appro'< 
priation of the then current, or of any previous year,, 
or to issue revenue bonds payable out of the taxes of 
the next ensuing year. 

§ 503. (Ah amended by Section 89. Chapter 566, Laws of 1887.)— ' 

Before the erection, construction or alteration of any 
bo submitted. i>,iij,ii,ig or part of any building in the city of New 
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'ork is cotumeneetl, the owner or liis agent or arclii- 
tect shall submit to the Buperinteudent of Imildings 
a detailed statement in writing of the speuitieations, 
and a full and complete copy of the plans of such 
proposed work, which shall be accompanied with a 
statement iu writing sworn to before a notary public 
or commissioner of deeds, giving the full name and 
residence (street and number) of the owner, or each 
of the owners of said building, or proposed building. 
If such erection, construction or alteration is pro- 
posed to be made by any other person than the 
owner or owners of the land iu fee the person or 
persons intending to make such erection or altera- 
tion shall accompany said detailed statement of the 
specifications and copy of the plans, with a state- 
ment in writing, sworn to as aforesaid, giving the 
full name and residence (street and number) of the 
owner or owners of the land, and also of every per- 
son interested in said building, or proposed building, 
either as owner, lessee or iu any representative capa- 
city. Such statement may be made by the agent or 
architect of the person or persons hereinbefore re- 
quired to make the same. 

Said sworn statement and detailed statement, and 
copy of "the plans shall be kept on tile in the office of 
the superintendent of buildings, and the erection, 
construction or alteration of said building, or any 
part thereof, shall not be commenced ot proceeded 
with, until said statements and plans shall have been 
so tiled, and approved by the superintendent of 
hnildings. 

But the superintendent may, in his discretion, and 
for reasons to be stated in writing by the applicant, 
and tiled with the plans and detailed statements, dis- 
pense with the making of said sworn statement iu 
any case. 

Nothing in this section shall be construed to 
prevent the superintendent of buildings from grant- 
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ing bis approval for tlie erection of any part of a 
building where plans and detailed statements have 
been presented for the same before the entire plana 
and detailed statements of said building have been 
submitted. 

Any false swearing in a material iioint in any 

ing. statement submitted in pursuance of the provisions 

of this section shall be deemed perjury, and shall be 
punished as such. 

Ordinary repairs may be made without notice to 

rerairr^ the fire department, but such repairs shall not be 
construed to include the cutting away of any stone 
or brick wall, or any portion thereof, the removal or 
cutting of any beams or supports, or tlie removal, 
change or closing of any staircase.

LAWS OF NEW YORK, 1885.— CHAPTER 454. 

An Act to regulate the height of dwelling-houses iu 
the city of New York. 

Passed June 9, 1885; three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. The height of all dwelling-houses and 
of all houses used or intended to be used as dwellings neightof 
for more than one family, and hereafter to be erected house regu- 
in the city of New York, shall be regulated in pro- Adth^ 
portion to the width of the streets and avenues upon ^'■''eet. 
which they front. 

§ 2. Such height, measured from the sidewalk line 
and taken in all cases through the center of the 
facade of the house to be erected, including attics, 
cornices and mansards, shall not exceed seventy feet 
upon all streets and avenues not exceeding sixty feet 
in width, and eighty feet upon all streets and ave- 
nues exceeding sixty feet in width. 

Nothing in this act shall be constrned as att'ecting 
huildnigs for which contracts have been signed prior 
to the passage of this act, or for which plans have 
been filed and approved by the building department.

REMARKS ON THE FOREGOING LAW. 

It will be obtterved in tbis law wbicb attempts to 
limit the heights of dwellings, and wbicb would 
apply to tiotels, apartmuot houses, or other buildings 
which are to be used tor the residence of any person 
or persons : 

1. That it stands by itself, entirely independent of 

the New Tork City Consolidation Act, of 18812, 
relating to the construction of buildings, and 
the acts amendatory of the same. 

2. That no i>enalty is provided for any violation of 

it, nor is any provision made for its enforcement ; 
and certainly not by the fire department. 

3. The "Building Law," chapter 466, of the laws of 

1885, was passed subserjuent to this law regu- 
lating the heights of dwellings, which is chapter 
454, of the laws of the same year. The Building 
Law {§ 476) expressly provides for walls of dwell- 
ing-houses not only for seventy and eighty feet 
high, but for eighty -five to one hundred feet, and 
of one hundred to one hundred and fifteen feet, 
and of over one hundred and fifteen feet, in 
height. It is a well established principle of law, 
that if the provisions of a later statute are in 
conflict with one passed earlier, the law first 
passed is repealed. It is also a well settled prin- 
ciple of construction that where two statutes 
apparently in some respects contradictory can 
• both stand, each having some subject-matter 
upon which to operate, that they are both to be 
allowed to stand and each be given all the opera- 
tion it can have consistently with the other. 

4. The amendments to the "Building Law," chapter 

566, Laws of 1887, again provides (§476) for 
dwelling-house walls of various heights up to 
and exceeding one hundred and fifteen feet, 
adding, however, the following : 



"But iiotbiiig in this title contained shall be 
, construud to repeal chapter four huudi-ed and 
fifty-four of the laws of eighteen hundred and 
eightytive, entitled "An act to regulate the 
height of dwelling-houses in the city of New 
York," nor aa authorizing the erection of any 
dwelling-house, or of any houae used or intended 
to be used as a dwelling for more than one fami- 
ly, to a height ^-eater than is authorized by said 
last-mentioned act, so long as said act shall 
remain in full force and effect." 
^e statute against high buildings is, of course, 
limited to the only class to which it applies, 
namely, to residences, hotels or other buildings 
used as places of residence for more than one 
family, while business stiuctures of all kinds are 
left free to be built to any desired height, pro- 
vided they conform to the requirements of the 
Bnildiug Law. 

Whether the provisions of § 476 of the 
"Building Laws" of both the years 1885 and 
1887, which recognizes the right to erect dwellings 
higher than seventy and eighty feet in providing 
for the thickness of high dwelling-house walls ; 
or whether the prior law of 1885 regulating the 
height of dwelling-houses, which declares that 
.seventy feet on certain streets and eighty feet 
on all others shall be the extreme height for 
dwelling liouses is to be held as being consist- 
ent with the other ; and in view of the want of a 
penalty and of provisions for enforcement In this 
law limiting height ; and also in view of the 
question of the constitutionality of the latter 
men' always having owned laud " usque ad cirlum," 
that is from the center of the earth to the sky, it 
is a grave question whether this law. Chapter 
454, limiting heights, can be enforced or whether 
it is even now in existence, by reason of the 
3 of a later law, Chapter 456. But until 
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these serious doubts are removed, either by the 
courts, or by a repealing act of the Legislature, 
those who contemplate erecting tall apartment 
houses, hotels, etc., exceeding seventy or eighty 
feet in height, would do wisely to build to the 
full thicknesses of walls and other requirements 
of the ** Building Law," so that the structure can 
afterwards be legally carried up to the original 
contemplated height. 

If Chapter 456, of the Laws of 1885 (the 
Building Law "), did not repeal Chapter 454, also 
of the Laws of 1885 (the law limiting the height 
of dwelling-houses); and if both laws are to be 
held as consistent with each other, then there 
cannot be a hotel or residence building hereafter 
built within the limits of the city of New York 
more than seventy and eighty feet in height, 
however fire-proof it may be, or however thor- 
oughly built in compliance with the Building 
Laws, until the law limiting the heights of such 
buildings is wiped from the statute books.

TiTLKS 1 to 7, Sectionb 533 to 667, all inelusire ; as Amended 
particularly hy Chapters 84, and 288, Laws of 1891. 

[Such Bectioua of tlie Health Laws as relate to Tenement and 
Lodging Houses and other mattere coming under the control of the 
Health Department, concerning the construction, regulation and in- 
spection of buildings, are here given in full; the remaining interven- 
ing sections, including those relating to legal matters being entirely 
omitted.

ofBcer upon whom any duty is conferred by this title, 
give him free access to such house and to every part, 
thereof, 

The owner or keeper of any lodging-house, and 
the owner, ageut of the owner, aud the lessee of any 
tenement-house, or part thereof, shall whenever any 
person in such house is sick of fever, or of any infeo 
tious, pestileutial or contagious disease, and such 
sickness is known to such owner, keeper, agent ox 
lessee, give immediate notice thereof to the board dt 
health, or to some officer of the same, and thereupon 
said board shall cause the same to be inspected, and 
may, if found necessary, cause the same to be im* 
mediately cleansed or disinfected at the expense o$ 
the owner, in such manner as they may deem neces- 
sary and effectual ; and they may also cause the 
blankets, bedding aud bed-clothes used by any sucli 
sick person to be thoroughly cleansed, scoured and 
fumigated, or in extreme cases to be destroyed. 

§ 659. (Aa amended by Section 9. Cliuptar 84, Laws of 18 

Whenever it shall Ite certitietl to the board of healttt 
of the health department of the city of New Tork by 
the sanitary superintendent, that auy building oe 
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part thereof in the city of New York is infected with 
coutagious disease, or by reason by waut of repair 
has become dangerous to life, or is unfit for huraau 
habitation because of defects in drainage plumbing, 
YentilatioD, or the eoustruction of the same, or be- 
cause of the existence of a nuisauce on the premises 
and which is likely to cause sickness among its oc- 
cupants, the said board of health may issue an order order to va- 
requiring all persons thereiu to vacate such building '^"t^ buiidini 
or part thereof for the reasons to be stated therein 
as aforesaid. 

Said board shall cause said order to be affixed Order to be 
conspicuously in the building or part thereof and to g^^^ed "^ 
be personally served on the owner, lessee, agent, oc- 
cupant or any person having the charge or care 
thereof; if the owner, lessee or agent cannot be 
found in the city of New York or do not reside 
therein or evade or resist service, then said order 
may be served by depositing a copy thereof in the 
post-ofSce in the city of New York, properly indosed 
and addressed to such owner, lessee or agent at his 
last known place of business or residence, aud pre- 
paying the postage thereon ; 

Such building or part thereof shall within ten wheu buiw- 
days after said order shall have been posted and '"? '^^ ^^ 
mailed as aforesaid or within such shorter time not 
leas than twenty-four hours, as in said order may be 
specified, be vacated. 

But said board whenever it shall become satisfied when ordor 
that the danger from said building or part thereof voYed*" 
has ceased to exist, or that said building has been re- 
paired so as to be habitable, may revoke said order.

ment or lodging-house, unless there is a clear open 
space exclusively belonging thereto, and extending 
upward from the ground of at least ten feet between 
said buildings if they are one story high above the 
level of the ground ; 

If they are two stories high, the distance between 
them shall not be less than fifteen ; 

If they are three stories high, the distance be- 
tween them shall not be les^ than twenty feet ; 

And if they are more than three stories high, the 
distance between them shall not be less than twenty- 
five feet ; 

But when thorough ventilation of such open 
spaces can be otherwise secured, such distances may 
be lessened or modified in special cases by a permit 
from the board of health. 

At the rear of every building hereafter erected 
for or converted to the purposes of a tenement or 
lodging-house on any lot, there shall be and remain 
a clear open space of not less than ten feet between 
it and the rear line of the lot, but this provision may 
be modified as to corner lots in special cases by a 
permit from the board of health. 

No one continuous building shall be built foe or 
converted to the purposes of a tenement or lodging- 
house in the city of New York, upon an ordinary city 
lot, and no existing tenement or lodging-house shall 
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loo enlarged or altered, or its lot be diininisheil so 
"that it shall occupy more tliau sixty-five per ceutum

The total area 
of window or windows in every room communicating

full width. Every habitable room of a less area than''

"vided witb a like supply of water by the owners 
thereof whenevev they shall be directed so to do by 
the board of health. But a faiUire in the general 
supply of water by the city authorities shall not be 
constrned to be a failure on the part of such owner 
provided that proper ^nd 8uital)le appliances to re- 
ceive and distribute such water are placed in said 
house.

Every tenement-house shall have the floor of the ceiiftpfli 
cellar made water-tight ; and the ceiling plastered, 
and when the house is located over filled-in ground, 
or over marshy ground, or ground on which water 
lies, the cellar floor shall be covered so as to effiectn- 
ally prevent evaporation or dampness. It shall be 
the duty of the board of health that the cellars of all 
tenement-houses are so made or altered as to comply 
with this section before January first, eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety. 

Every such house erected after May seventh, Haiia. 
eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, or converted, 
shall have the halls on each floor open directly to the 
external air, with suitable windows, and shall have 
DO room or other obstruction at the end, unless suf- 
ficient light or ventilation is otherwise provided for 
in said halls in a manner ai>proved by the board of 
health.

Whenever it shall be certifled to the board of health overcra 
by the sanitary superintendent that any tenement- ing- 
house or room therein is so overcrowded that there 
shall be afEorde<i less than six bnndred cubic feet of 
air to each occupant of such building or room, the 
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said board may if it deem the same to be wise or nec- 
essary, issue an order requiring the nnml>er of occu- 
pauts ol' such building or rooui to be reduced, so that 
the iumates thereof shall not exceed one person to 
each six hundred cubic feet of air space iu such build- 
ing or room. 

Whenever there shall be more than eight families 
living in any teiiemeiit-hoiise, in which the owner 
thereof does not reside, there shall be a janitor, 
housekeeper or some other responsible person, who 
shall reside in the said bouse, and have charge of the 
same, if the board of health shall so require.

LIGHT AND VENTILATION OF TENEMENT-HOUSES. 



Ventilation of Booms. 
Every habitable room must have at least one 
wiodow opeuiiig directly upon the street or yard, or 
upon a court or liglxt shaft. 

Light and Air Shajls. 

Every light and air shaft for habitable rooms mnst 
be at least twelve square feet iu area for a three-story 
house, sixteen square feet iu area for a four-atory 
house, and twenty square feet in area for a five-story 
ttouse ; and in every case not less than two feet wide 
In the clear. Shafts or courts between two houses 
and common to both, must be of double this area, and 
not less than four feet wide. But in houses where 
there are five iuterior rooms in a line on a floor, the 
.ai-ea of shafts must be 50 per cent, greater than above 
prescribed ; and where there are six interior rooms iu 
a line on a door, the area of each shaft must be at 
least 100 per ceut. greater than the miuimum above 
prescribed. 

The foregoing regulations as to areas of light 
courts and shafts apply only to tenement-houses 
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wbere uot more than five floors are to be tenanted, 
lu bonses where a greater number of floors will be 
tenanted, the courts and light shafts must in each 
case, be of such area and construction as specially- 
required by the Board of Health and indicated by the 
plans and specifications as approved by the Board of 
Health. 

Where the sides of light or ventilation shafts are 
allowed by the Building Bureau of the Fire Depart- 
ment to be constructed of studding, they shall be ex- 
tended above the roof not less than three feet, be 
covered with glass to admit light, and be provided 
with openings protected by slats so arranged as to 
admit air, said openings to be at least equal area to 
the area of the shaft.

at the top in like manner as the shafts for rooms.

On a corner lot, the rule of the Board of Health allows 
the building to extend within four feet of the rear line of 
the lot ; the first story being allowed to extend through to 
the full depth of the lot. 

Wheu gable walls run parallel with the yards of houses 
being erected at the same time, the Board of Health permits 
window openings in such gable walls as a substitute for 
light courts; provided that an easement agreement teserv 
ing a two feet strip of land for light and ventilation be 
placed on record.

As Act to amend Chapter 342 of the Laws of 1885,

The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assenxbly, da ejifflci as follows : 

Section 1. Section twenty of chapter 342 of the 
Laws of 18S5, entitled, " An act for the better secur- 
ity of mechanics, laborers and others who perform 
labor, furnish material for buildings and other im- 
provements in the several cities and counties of this 
State, and to repeal certain acts fiud parts of acts," 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

§ 20. All persons, firms, corporations, or associa- 
tions, entitled to liens, under the provisions of this 
act, except those who contracted with the owner, shall 
be deemed sub-contractors, and the conrt in the judg- 
ment shall direct the amount due sub-contractors 
and workmen to be paid out of the proceeds of sales 
io their order of priority as herein provided before 
any part of snch i)roceeds are paid to the contractors. 
In case of several buildings erected, altered or re- 
paired under one contract, and of conflicting liens, 
each lienor shall have priority upon the particular 
building or premises where his labor is performed or 
his material used. Persons standing in equal degree 
as co-laborers or various persons furnishing materials, 
shall have priority according to the date of filing theic 
liens, provided, bowever, that in all cases workmen or 
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laborers working for daily or weekly wages shall bave 
preference over employers of labor, sab-cootractors 
or contractors, without reference to the date when 
sach workmen or laborers shall have filed their liens. 
Where several notices of liens are filed for the same 
demand, as in case of a contractor including claims 
for workmen to whom he is indebted and the liens by 
the workmen, the judgment shall provide for the 
proper payment, in order of priority as herein pro- 
vided, so that under the liens filed double payment 
shall not be required and no payments voluntarily 
made upon any claim which has been filed as a lien 
shall impair the lien of any person except the lien of 
the person so paid to the amount of such payment.
